Sadly, our community remains depressed to this day, even though very large
economic opportunities now exist from the closure of HPA in 1991 under the Base
Realignment and Closure Act (BRAC) of 1988. Tens of millions of dollars have
already been spent on HPA, with a total cost of clean-up that may ultimately.

- exceed $500 Million.

We have beseeched Navy representatives to hire the many qualified local, minority

contractors available for base clean-up projects so that some economic benefit may

come back to the community. Yet, to date, local, minority contractors have not |
been allowed to participate in the clean-up. In addition, the Navy’s contractors
choose not to re-invest their profits back into a community severely impacted by
the base closure.

DESCRIPTION:

The application is for $200,000 in EPA Brownfields funds to provide site assessment and
education funds for the purpose of ultimately preparing a clean-up plan and a re-use plan for
contaminated sites. Funds can only be used in South Bayshore (excluding the Shipyard).
However, the strength of the application will be judged by: 1) the extent to which there is
coordination and advisory oversight between community groups involved in BOTH the Shipyard
and South Bayshore; 2) the documented experience of groups (namely the Shipyard) in having
experience in dealing with toxi¢ sites which impact the community residents and their. ability to
bring about revitalization activities; and 3) the extent to which we are able to demonstrate the
leveraging of other funds.
